1, Short title and extent: 

(a) This Scheme may be called Mahila Samriddhi Yojana,

3. Opening of Mahila Samriddhi Yojana Account : 

A depositor desiring to open an account in a Post Office 
may make an application to it in Form-A. The depositor 
at the time of opening of account will give a declaration on 
the application that she is 18 years or more of age and resi¬ 
dent of the village mentioned therein and has got no other 
Mahila Samriddhi Yojana Account in any other post often 

4. Place of deposit : 

The amount will be accepted for deposit only where the 

account stands. 

5. Pd ode of deposit: 

(a) Deposit will be made in cash only, 

(b) No account will be opened with a deposit of less 

than Rupees four, 

(c) No subsequent deposit shall be of a su mof ess that 

Rupees four, 

fd) The deposits which are not in multiples of Rupees 
four shall not be accepted, 

(c) Maximum amount deposited in an account will not 
exceed Rupees three hundred at any time, 

0 Every deposit will have a lock-in period of one year 
unless withdrawn as per the Scheme, 

6. Incentive: 

fa) The incentive will be paid on those deposits which 
are kept with the Post Office for a period of one 
year from the date of its deposit, 

<b) Incentive at the rate of twenty five per cent of the 
deposit may be paid on completion of a lock-in¬ 
year with a maximum of Rupees seventy five on de¬ 
posits up to Rupees three hundred, 
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(c) In case of withdrawal of a deposit before a lock-m 
period /closure of account prematurely* incentive 
will be payable at the rate of 12 per cent per annum 
on the deposit remaining with the post office be¬ 
tween thirty days and less than one year. No in¬ 
centive would be paid on deposit remaining with 
the post office for a fraction part of thirty days: 

Provided the incentive due on such withdrawals shall be 
payable only at the time when any deposit becomes 
due for payment on maturity* 

Provided further their case of premature closure of ac¬ 
count, the amount of incentive, if any, due shall 
become due for payment on the date of the closure 
of th<* account. 

?- Withdrawals:. 

Not more than two withdrawals will be allowed from an 
account in a calendar year. The amount of each withdrawal 
shall be in multiples of Rupees four with a minimum of 
Rupees twenty* The incentive on the deposits remaining 
with the post office shall be payable, at the rates and in 
tht manner as mentioned in para 6(c), 

8. Premature closure: 

A depositor shall be entitled to close the account at any 
time after its opening and shall be paid the incentive at the 
rates and in the manner mentioned in para 6(c). In case 
where the depositor has closed the account, she will not be 
Vtrmhttd to open another account in that calendar year, 

9* Identification of the depositor : 

Identification of a depositor at the time of closure shall be 
ordinarily be made by verification of her signature appearing 
on the record in the Post Office Fjid in cases where identi¬ 
fication cannot be done as aforesaid, it may be done in such 
other manner as may be notified by the Director General, 
Department of Posts. 

10. Passbook : 

(a) On opening of an account, the depositor shall be 
given a pass book* bearing the number of her account, 

her name, her address, and entry of her first deposit 
duly signed by an authorised official of the Post 
Office, 

(b) It shall be the responsibility of the depositor to keep 

the passbook in safe custody, 

(c) If the passbook is lost, stolen, destroyed or spoilt 

while in custody of the depositor, she shall be issued 
a duplicate passbook on her paying a fee of Rs* 5.00 
ana on completion of such inquiries as the Post 
Office may consider necessary and no such fee shall 
be charged if the Head Postmaster is satisfied that 
the circumstances in which the passbook was lost, 
stolen, destroyed or spoiled were beyond the control 
of the depositor, 

(d) No deposit or withdrawal will be made without pro¬ 

duction of passbook, 

(e) When the passbook is returned duly completed* the 

depositor shall bring the errors or omission therein, 
if any, to the notice of the Post Office forthwith 
and in the event of the depositors* failure to do so, 
the Post Office shall not be responsible for any loss 
arising from errors Or omission. 

11. Transfer of an account : 

No transfer of account will be permissible from one Post 
Office to another under any circumstances* 

12. Closure of account: 

Closure of account at an Extra Departmental Branch Post 
Office or Extra Departmental Sub-Office shall be allowed only 
after obtaining the sanction of Accounts Office/Head Office* 
DepartSub-Post Office will be authorised to close the 
account independently. 
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13. Nomination and depayment : 

(a) A depositor may nominate in Form or as near 

thereto as possible one or more persons to receive 
the amount standing to her credit in the event of 
her death before the account has become payable, 
or having become payable "has not been paid; 

(b) A nomination made by a depositor may be cancelled 

or Varied by a nomination in Form “C” or as near 
thereto as possible by giving notice in writing to the 
Post Office in which the account stands; 

(c) Every nomination and every cancellation or varia¬ 

tion thereof shall be registered in the Head Post 
Office and shall be effective from the date of such 
registration, the particula of which shall be entered 
in the passbook; 

(d) If any nominee is a minor, the depositor may ap* 

point anv person to receive the amount due under 
the account in the event of the death of the depo¬ 
sitor during the minority of the nominee; 

(e) Notwithstanding the provisions contained above:— 

(i) If a depositor of an account in respect of which 

a nomination is in force dies, the nominee, or 
nominees may make/an application in Form “D” 
or as near thereto as possible, to the accounts 
office together with proof of death of the deposi¬ 
tor and on receipt of such application all amounts 
standing to the credit of the depositor after mak¬ 
ing adjustment, if any, in respect of incentive 
shall be repaid by the Post Office itself to the 
nominee or nominees : 

Provided that if anv nominee is dead, the sur¬ 
viving nominee or nominees shall, in addition 
to the proof of death of depositor, alsp furnish 
proof of the deceased nominee, 

(ii) Whether there is no nomination in force at the 

time of the death of the depositor, the amount 
standing to the credit of the deceased after mak¬ 
ing adjustment, if any, shall be repaid by the 
Post Office only to the legal heirs of the deceas¬ 
ed on receipt of application in Form “D” in this 
behalf from them; 

Provided that the balance in the account may 
be paid to the legal heirs on production of (i) a 
letter of indemnity, (ii) an affidavit, (iii) a letter 
of disclaimer on affidavit, and (iv) a certificate 
of death of subscriber, on stamped papers, in 
the form in annexures to Form “D*\ 

14. Conformation of balance ; 

The depositor shall present her pass book as soon as possi¬ 
ble after 30th of June every year to the Post Office where 
her account stands for confirmation of balance amount at 
her credit. 

15* Recovery of amount paid in excess : 

The Head Postmaster shall be competent to recover any 
amount paid in excess in the same manner as arrears of land 
revenue. 

16. Responsibility of the Post Office: 

The Post Office shall not be (a) responsible to a depositor 
for anv fraudulent withdrawal bv a person obtmninp posses¬ 
sion of the passbook, fb) liable if any fraud takes place due 
+o failure of the depositor to ensure that the amount soueht 
to be withdrawan is entered in the application for withdrawal 
before the same is presented at or sent duly signed by her 
ffr Post Office for withdrawal, and (c) responsible to a depo¬ 
sitor, if she or, in case the withdrawal form is presented by 
messenger, the messenger, fails to ensure that the receipt for 
the payment is signed by her or the messenger, as the case 
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may be, only at the time of actual payment and not ai the 
time of presentation of the application for withdrawal. 


17. Power to relax: 


18- Power to amend the Scheme: 

The Central Government shall have the power to amend 
the Scheme from time to lime. 


Where the Central Government is satisfied that the ope* 
ration of any of the provision of this Scheme causes undue 
hardship to a depositor, it may, by order for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, relax the requirement of that provision 
in a manner not inconsistent with the provision of the noti¬ 
fication. 


19. interpretation ; 

li any question arises relating to the interpretation oi 
any relevant provision it shall be referred to the Central 
Government for a decision.
